GET US OUT 

OF IMS JAM

PHILIP Hammond has been told to 
deliver a Budget that boosts people 
who are "just about managing". 

Downing Street wants the Chancellor 
to use his first Autumn Statement on 
Wednesday to address the key voter 
group, referred to in Whitehall as Jams. 

Among ideas is a cut in air passenger 
duty to make family holidays cheaper 
following sterling’s collapse. 

And fuel duty is set to be frozen again 
while further childcare subsidies may 
be offered along with a hike in the 
amount people can earn before tax. 

Rob Holdsworth, of the Resolution 
Foundation think-tank, said: “‘Just 
managing’ families have had a tough 
decade. Their incomes started to 
stagnate before the financial crisis, fell 
during the downturn and despite recent 
growth, typical household incomes are 
no higher than a decade ago. 

“These families have also faced an 
additional squeeze over the past two 
decades - higher housing costs.” 

Prime Minister Theresa May has 
identified such families as the key group 
she wants to help and Resolution 
Foundation says there are six million 
of them with net incomes of between 
£12,000 and £34,000 a year. 

But Mr Hammond also faces pressure 
to reverse cruel cuts to Universal Credit 
payments pushed through by George 
Osborne, which will soon hit many of

these families hard. The 
new system will replace 
working tax credits for 
most families by 2020 - 
but offers far less support. 

Even former Tory 
welfare slasher Iain 
Duncan Smith thinks the 
cuts should be reversed 
and told MPs yesterday: 

“We have a very good 
opportunity to do something that is 
bold and right for those we really want 
to improve the lives of!’

pressing Mr Hammond to instead 
reverse Mr Duncan Smith’s £30-a-week 
cut to the main disability benefit, the 
employment and support allowance. 

The group - which includes Mencap, 
Parkinson’s UK, the MS Society and the 
RNIB - said it will “make life harder for 
disabled people who are already seeing 
support drastically reduced”. 

Their call comes as new figures show 
the number of people on ESA being 
clobbered by benefit sanctions is on 
the rise again, up 16% last month. 

Official stats show that in June 2016 
more than 14,000 people on ESA had 
their benefits cut or stopped as punish- 
ment, up from 12,000 the 
previous month. 

Vicki Nash of mental 
health charity Mind said: 
“Sanctions do not work 
for people with mental 
health problems and are 
destroying lives.” 

A Department for 
Work and Pensions 
spokesman said overall 
sanctions are still down

HALF of working families 
will cut back on heating 
this winter to save cash. 

Price comparison site 
uSwitch.com found one in 
three families will put on 
extra clothing instead of 
heating to keep warm, 
while one in 10 will cut 
groceries and heat one 
room to make ends meet. 

Single parent families 
will be hardest hit, with 
four in 10 putting up with 
a cold house. 

Regulator Ofgem said it 
was working hard to make 
the energy market more 
competitive and fairer for 
households stuck on 
expensive tariffs.
